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Applicant's arguments filed 10/05/2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments, on page 8, 4th paragraph to page 10, 1st paragraph, regarding the independent claims 1, 9, 14 
and 19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the applicant appear to argue that the Grieff and Utsunomiya are nonanalogous because one 
reference teaches the utilization of SATA while the other teaches the utilization of RATA, therefore redesign of Grieff would be necessary; 
applicant's arguments have fully been considered, but are not considered to be persuasive. 

As stated in the preceding Final office action, please note that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor 
or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a 
basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443. 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 

In this case, Grieff and Utsunomiya are analogous art because the references are in the field of applicant's endeavor, which is 
associated with the utilization of ATA standard technology, wherein Grieff is utilizing SATA and Utsunomiya is utilizing RATA, and it is well 
know to one skill in the art that SATA is the result of technology advancement in RATA (ATA). Furthermore, the references are reasonably 
pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned as Grieff teaches the implementation of a SATA switch for 
connecting a plurality of hosts to a peripheral device (Grieff, Fig. 1) and Utsunomiya teaches the implementation of a task file queue, 
wherein the task file queue enables a host to issue a plurality of commands to a peripheral at the same time even when the peripheral is 
busy (i.e. at any give time) (Utsunomiya, [0005H0008] and [0020H0024]). 

In response to applicant's argument, on page 10. 1st paragraph, that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper 
hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed 
invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See 
In re McLaughlin. 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

With regard to the newly amended claimed limitations in independent claims 1, 9 and 14, the examiner will reject the newly amended 
claimed limitations in the same manner as the rejection of independent claim 19, as the newly amended claimed limitations correspond to 
the existing claimed limitations in independent claim 19. 

In responding to all applicant's arguments, the examiner will maintain his position and the current rejection of record.
